One remarkable feature of the day is 
the freedom with which religious topics 
can be discussed. Itis but fow years 
since the very name of a science of 
religion would have led to endless dis- 
putes and ill-will ; yet at the present 
moment, not only has society generally 
concurredin the study of euch a science; 
but men of deep religious fooling thom- 
selves and of unimpeachable orthodoxy 
have not hesitated to employ reason on 
a subject so lately held to be bound by 
the close fetters of authority. Bog- 
land, with her vast Asiatic Empire, and 
Ler enormous commerce with the 
East, has, as might have beon antioi- 
pated, taken the foremost step. The 
discovery and subsequent study of the 
ancient sanscrit literature of India, and 
the curious light it throw on the lan- 
guages and mythology of the Aryan 
nd Asia, first turned 
in this direction the thoughts of mon; 
which the subsequent study of the litera- 
ture of Buddhism seemed still farther 
to confirm, But although England was 
foremost in the work, she was not un- 
assisted; the labours of Burnonf, of 
Kosma de Kovos, of the Schlagenweits 
and of many others cannot be forgotten, 
while at the end, itself a tower of 
strength, comes the name of Max Mul- 
ler, More or less intimately thon we 
have been made acquainted with the 
three great religions of Asia: Brab- 
manism, the corrupt descendant of the 
monotheism of the Vedas; Zoroastranism 
which owns the same origin, though 
now confined to a limited family of 
men; andBuddhism which, commencing 
as a reform of the ancient Brahmanism, 
has in the course of time been so over- 
Inid by gloss and fable, that in tho 
present complex system of ritual and 
symbol there is little to remind us of 
the simple teaching of Gautama, “That 
whoever endeavours to keep the com- 
mandments, and is charitable, and. 
walks virtuously, must attain heaven.” 
It is but a short time since we reviewed 
at some length the lectures on Budd- 
hism delivered by the Rev. E. J. Hitel 
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at Hongkong. An earnest student of 
Northern Buddhism, and more particn- 
larly of itg, Chinese phase, Mr. Bitel 
has done for‘the subject, he, took 
in hand. 
cood to mention, without wearying our 
readers by too long a’ notice, a book 
recently published by Mr. Henry Ala- 
baster, om the perhaps more spiritual or 
rather metaphysical system of the 
Southern Buddhists. Several facts, 
however, cannot fail to strike the least 
careful reader; and first of these we 
must notice the great difference in the 
practical application of the religion in 
the two countries, China and Siam. It 
may be said cartly, and we believe in 
the main traly, that, while Buddbism 
in China is a superstition, in Siam it is 
areligion, ‘hat is to say that, while 
in China the Buddhist priest is sought 
after for merely temporal ends, while 
the tenets of his religion fail to affect 
the every day life of the worshipper, in 
Siam its principles have a really modi- 
fying result on the opinions and daily 
acts of the people. ‘This is the more 
remarkable when we remember that one 
of the main precepts of western reli- 
gion, namely the efficacy and duty of 
prayeris, in Buddhism,ntterly denied to 
the worshipper. Buddhist philosophers 
divide religion into what may be called 
tho prayerful and prayerless, otherwise 
Brabmanyang and Samanyang. “All 
who pray for assistance to Brahma, 
Indra, God the Creator, Angels, Parents, 
or other intercessors or possible beue- 
factors—all who believe in the existence 
of any being who can help them, and 
in the efficacy of prayer, are Brah- 
mauyaug; while all who believe that 
they must depend solely on the inevita- 
ble rosults of their own acts, that good 
and evil are the inevitable results of 
their own acts, and that merit aud de- 
merit are the regulations of existence, 
and who therefore do not pray to any 
to help them, and all those who profess 
to know nothing of what will happen 
after death, and all those who disbe- 
Tieve in a future existence are Saman- 
yang.” What would seem to the West- 
ernmind the utter inconsistency of these 
latter views with any religious feeling 
whatever, does not seem to occur to the 
Eastern. His good deeds, as his evil, 
have their reward in the present world, 
or in that which is above or below, 
according ashe bas piled up for him- 
self merit or demerit. Merit and de- 
merit, or in Siamese kam, is the only 
thing which has existence, and which 
in itself defides the fatare position of 
the man. He may attain to heaven, 
may sink down to hell, may be borne 
into this world again asa prince or a 
beggar, yet still the kam remains at- 
tached to him. None of those states 
are eternal—the good or evil kam, which 
in some former period has attached to 
him, will, the efficacy of the former

Hat the man’ for-its reception, but it is |’ 


only when his accumulated stock has 
led him to be born to meet a Buddha, 
that his merit and the teaching of the 
holy master can lead him once for all 
into the paths of the saints. Ou tho 
question of Nirvana, its hopes and 
ends, it is not surprising that Western 
students of Buddhism have widely 
diffored. To some, as to Ritel, it has 
seemed a blank nihilism ; to others, as 
Alabaster, it means mainly the release 
from desire. Without desire, holds the 
Buddhist, there can be no vice and no 
sorrow; yet our existence itselfis bound 
up with desire. To obtain release from 
its chain is the highest good, and till 
that release is obtained no rel _bappi- 
ness cau exist. Such is the main 
argument which has led up to the idea 
of Nirvana, and to obtain frovdom from 
the great tyraut over humanity is there- 
fore the aim of every true and devout 
Buddhist. Troe it is that 
attain Nirvana, nor perhaps i 
able for the human race that such 
should be the case. But all in their 
varions conditions may at least hope 
for a share of happiness proportional to 
their good works in life; they may 
literally lay up for themselves treasures 
in heaven, and though in the Buddhist 
heaven moth and dust do fivally cor- 
rupt, and the evil deeds of the former 
existence may fivally rise up and even 
cause the once happy spirit to be cast 
down to hell he may have tho satisfac- 
tion of knowing that even thon, his 
former evil deeds will not lead to an 
everlasting misery, but that again he 
will havo the opportunity of doing good 
and laying up for himself another 
meritorious kam. Such is Baddbism to 
the ordinary disciple, aud such are the 
inducements held out to the virtuous, 
Foremost of good works is the exercise 
of charity, not only to his fellow buman 
beings bat;to the beasts; all éreatares 
are in his mind knit together by the 
common bond of transmigration, and 
the man who acts charitably only to 
other men has accomplished but balf of 
the moral law Nor does his charity 
end here, for he bas learnt that all men 
may do good. He has the perfect way 
of knowledge bat others may know it 
not, and yet do meritorious actions ; for 
them as for him the gates of heaven are 
open. They may have refused the 
teaching even ofa Buddha, but for this 
they will saffer only in not attaining to 
so high a rank; their own misbelief 
will be accompanied by its proper kam, 
it ia not for him to assume the function 








ofa judge of his fellow's opinions, Even 
onjuiscience itself interferes not with 
the operations of kam; why should he, 
laboriously ‘straggling for his own 


future, aim at that which the Lord 
Buddha himself never gated ? 














Summary of Hews. 


The English mail of September 8th ar- 
rived on the 22nd instant. 

The Berkshire campaign ended on the 
21st September. The Germans have com- 
pletely evacuated the four departments 
adjacent to Paris, Five million thalers are 
to be spent in increasing the flect and 
fortifications on the German const. A 
scheme is on foot to make a railway from 
London to Kurrachee, cost £40,000,000. 

A homeward mail leaves to-morrow by 
the P. & O. steamer Australia, 

‘The following ships have arrived during 
the fortnight :—Austratia, steamer, South- 








ampton ; Lady Louisa, Cardiff ; Glengyle, 
, Enterprise, s.8., Ailsa, London; War- 
rior s, s., and Hector 8. s., Liverpool.

Lorne, s.8., Constantia, Centurion, and Celes- 
tial Queen, Fort Regent, Elisabeth Graham, 
London ; Taitsing, New York. 

‘The S. V. C. Autumn Rifle Meeting was 
held on the 18th, 19th and 20th instant, 
and went off very successfully. ‘The shoot 
ing was not first rate, for several reasons, 
the chief being the bad quality of the riftes 
and the little practice which most of the 
competitorshad. The greatly superior shoot- 
ing in the Chaasze Cup on the second and 
third days, over that for the Ladies’ Purse 
on the first, exemplify this point, Alto- 

gether, there were thirty-nineentries, nearly 
all of whom competed; and credit is duo to 
Captain Kidner, the Instructor of Mus- 
ketry, for the excellent arrangements which 
enabled these to get through their shooting 
each day, without hitch or inconvenience, 
We may safely say that this is the most 
successful meeting the S. V. C.*have held, 

A Cricket match, Mih-ho-loongs , the 
Cricket Club, was played on Saturday, and 
resulted in a ridiculously easy victory for 
the Club. ‘The Mickies somehow appeared 
quite “off it.” 

Mr. Jellicoe, the agent of the P. & 0. 
Company, entertained a large number of 
guests at tifin, on Monday, on board the 
Company's fine steamer Australia, which 
was gaily decorated with flags and flowers 
for the occasion. A report of the proceed- 
ings will be found elsewhere. 

‘At a meeting of the French Municipal 
Council, held on the 26th ulto., a letter 
jwas read from the Council for the Settle- 
ments north of the Yang-king-pang, giving 
notice of its approval of the organisation of 
a Salvage Corps in connection with the 
Fire Brigade. The French Committee of 
Works and Police gave its sanction to the 
measure, and recommended that the Secre- 
tary to the Council be charged to acknow- 
ledge the letter accordingly. A letter was 
submitted, from Mr. Pook, London, notic- 
ing the despatch of a lithographic proof of 
the plan of the Concession, and giving 
various details of the cost of the work. 
Mr. Pook requested to know how many

wished also to have the lithographic blocks 
on which the plan was engraved. The 
Committee recommended the purchase of 
tho blocks and ‘of 200 mounted copies of 
the plan. The monthly report of the 
Municipal Engineer suggests the following 
works, which are recommended by the 
Committee :—Construction of @ common 
sewer in the Rue Colbert, of 1 foot deep 
and one foot wide, the probable cost of 
which would be Tis. 178.80. A sewer of 
the same dimensions in the Rue Moulin, to 
cost ‘Tis, 288.90.- The completion of the 
sewer in the Rue Montauban, at a cost of 
Tis. 64.80. ‘The Lazarist Fathers having 
consented to grant property hela by them 
for the Rue Moritaaban -sewer-way, the 
Engineer is ‘directed to begin the work at 
once. The Engineer was also ordered to 
submit a sketch, so that an estimate might 
be arrived at of the drains which still re- 
main to be constructed, in order to complete 
the system. ‘The Committee recommended 
that an additional credit of Tis. 100 be 
opened to the Engineer, to replace trees 
where necessary, on the Bund. 

‘We have to acknowledge the Customs’ 
Returns of Trade at Shanghai for the third 
Quarter of 1871. The import of Grey 
Shirtings during that period was greater 
by 300,000 pieces than during the corres- 
ponding quarters of 1869 and 1870, and 
47,000 pieces less than in 1868. ‘The im- 
port of T-Cloths has fluctuated so greatly 
that we subjoin the return for four years :

‘Tho import of Camlets was 600,500 pieces 
leas, and that of Lastings 5,000 pieces more 
than last year ; the import of Long Ells was 
24,000, pieces less ; and that of Lustres in- 
creased by 65,000 pieces,—the total import 
boing 102,000 against 47,000 in 70, against 
‘71,000 in ’69 and 98,000 in ’68, ‘The im- 
port of nailrod and bar iron is only 
82,000 peouls against 88,000, and 124,000 
in ’69; that of lead 14,000 peculs against 
61,000; that of coals 16,000. against 
28,000. Malwa opium 5,600 against 6,800, 
Patna 2,700 against 3,000. 

‘We hear that Captain Hutchison, late of 
the Rona, has received from the Acting 
‘Vico-Consul for Russia, through H.B.M.’s 
Acting Consul, a handsome testimonial for 
humane services rendered to the crew of 
the Russian steamer Nahodka, wrecked on 
the Corean coast about eighteen months 
ago. The testimonial is bestowed by the 
Czar, and consists of a gold medal anda 
brevet, or warrant, stating the service for 
which it is given. 

‘The May Queen has arrived in CnEF0o 
from Australia; with 400 tons of coal. And 
this is all the news our correspondent has, 
except the purchase of an extraordinary 
bunch of grapes, 9} catties on one stem, 
which the purchaser has sent to Shanghai. 
‘Weather temperate and pleasant. 

In default of the usual autumn races, the 
‘Trewrsuy people had a regatta, a few days 
ago,’ on the ‘plains behind the Club. A 
robbery of ‘gold bars’ took place! on board 
the Shanse, on her last trip down from 
‘Tientsin. Two boxes containing gold to 
the value of Tis. 16,000 were received on 
board at Tientsin, consigned to a Shanghai 
firm, but disappeared on the downward 








voyage. No trace of them has yet been 
discovered ; but the Police are making 
active enquiry. The Sin Nanzing was 
somewhat delayed on her downward trip 
to Taku, by having to tug’a Chinese man- 
of-war off the river bank, and then a 
Chinese junk which, in trying to clear the 
man-of-war, also got ashore. It is said 
the water on the Taku bar is shallowing, but 
that a new and deeper channel is forming. 
‘The Millet has got off the bank on which 
she had contrived to embed herself. 
A sad accident occurred during the pas- 
sage of the Shantung down the Peiho. One 
of the quarter-masters, in trying to avoid or 
to mitigate a collision with ajunk, got jam- 
med between the two and crushe dto death. 
Li is discharging a number of the Foreign 
employés at the Arsenal. This is said to 
be simply to eradicate what has been done 
by Chunghow. China is not the only 
place where newcomers like to alter all the 
deeds of their predecessors. 

Almost every steamer lately has taken 
a small instalment of Presbyterians to 
Nuxero, to attend the meeting of the Synod. 
Besides all the Presbyterians alluded to, 
there were present representatives of other 
denominations. ‘The sermon was preached 
by the retiring Moderator, Rev. Dr. Nevius, 
and the Rev. Mr. Mateer was elected 
‘Moderator for the coming year. No other 
business has been transacted as yet, beyond 
the election of a clerk or two, and the ap- 
pointment of committee. 

No such improvement has taken place in 
the Hayxow market as was anticipated 
when the last mail left. The news from 
up country markets is still of very low 
prices for imports, and dealers are extreme- 
ly cautious, Large supplies of Raw Cotton 
have come in, and best Shanghai staple is 
quoted at Tis. 13 a 13.50. ‘The few chops 
of tea that have been settled, have been 
taken by Russian buyers at about previous’ 
rates. ‘The arrivals to date are now 60,000 
chests over the total yield of last season. 
‘The export to date, according to the figures 
given in the Customs’ Returns, shews the 
following increase as compared with 1870.

Our Yoxowasta correspondent writes :— 
‘The last steamer left just after the four- 
oar race between Yokohama and Kobé had 
been rowed ; and I. was only able to tell 
you that the former had won. ‘Three boats 
started—representing the Yokohama, Kobé 
tnd Niphon Clubs. The former took the 
lead at starting and maintained it through- 
out, winning by three lengths; Kobé 
beating the Niphon four by an equal dis- 
tance. It is said that Kobé thought the 
rice was }-mile further, and didn’t “come” 
as they otherwise would have done. Sub- 
sequently, a race took place betireen a 
‘Kobé pair-oar and a Niphon double scul- 
ling boat, which was won by the former, 
“hands down.” A bowling match, in the 
evening, resulted in favour of Yokohama, 
but this is not to be looked on as an inter- 
port game—the Kobé men not being re- 
presentative in this respect. The Japan 





Herald has been sold at ‘auction, and 
bought for $5,200 by its late conductor. 

‘The telegraph which is to connect Yoko- 
hama and Hioco with Nagasaki ‘ii being 
pushed rapidly forward. The linet 
the two Intter ports is being Inid from:both 
ends at once, and a junction is expected 
at Simonosaki. The Chinese wont even 
allow a telegraph to Woosung! Entries 
for the Hiogo race mecting have’ closed 
with 108 entries for 17 races ; a good meet- 
ing is anticipated. 

Tho Ocean left Nacasaxt on Sunday 
morning on her homeward voyage,’ éall- 
ing at Amoy and Hongkong. She was 
accompanied out of the harbour by: the 
Salamis ditect for Hongkong, the Hornet 
for Amoy and the Ringdove for Shang- 
hai. Few ships have been more wel- 
come in Nagasaki than the Ocean, and 
few officers of any Navy have made 
themselves so popular as Captain Hewett 
has done. This cordial feeling of residents 
of all nationalities towards every officer on. 
board the Ocean was well shewn by th 
plete success of a Farewell Ball given here 
in their honor, on the 1th instant. "The 
féte was subscribed to and attended by 
neatly all the residents—actually 18 ladies 
were present—and it included as ‘invited 
guests Admiral Kellett, the Captain’ and 
Officers of U. S. 8. Alaska and of H.M.'S. 
Salamis, Ringdove,and Hornet. Dancing was 
kept up with much spirit antil a late “hour. 
After an absence in Europe of two years, 
Mr. Consul Flowers has returned to re- 
sume his duties here at the Bi 
sulate, and Mr, Annesley ‘Teft by the 
Salamis, en route for England. At a fare~ 
well dinner given by the British Residents 
to Mr. Annesley, the Chairman paid a just 
tribute to that gentloman for the satisfac- 
tion he has given here in his offical expa- 
city of Acting Consul. 

We publish, elsewhere, a tranalation of 
an interesting letter by the minster ‘of the 
Dutch barque Jan tan Brake, who,'was 
the first to discover the crew and passen- 
gers of the Megaera, on St, Paul’s island.

Vondel was there in a leaky condition. 
‘The American barque Juan Rattray was 
sunk on the outer Flot, at the entrance 
to. Swatow harbour. H. M. S. Avon 
is to proceed to Amoy, to join-other vessels 
in forming a guard for Admiral Kellett, 
who intends visiting the various ports on 
his way home. 
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Society, at its Inst meeting. In reply 
to somo remarks by the Vice-President, 
regarding the apparent change in the 
powers and abilities of the Chinese 
people since the earlier years of the 
Christian eva, it was held that the dif- 
ference was more apparent than real ; 
and that Java, the Straits and the 
Phillippines “afforded recent instances 
of the ability of the Chinese to colo- 
nise. As displayed in the history of 
Hainan, the subject of the paper of the 
evening, it was shown how, in three 
centuries, the Chinese had’ colonised 
and assimilated tho great provinces 
of Kwangtung and-Kwangsi, and had in 
great measure: sneceeded in colonising 
tho island of Hninan ; while of late 
Formosa was the only similar instance, 
and of how partial a uatare was their 
hold of that island, tho events of the 
ast few years bear sufficient proof. 
Under the able sin Shib Hwangti and 
his Generals, two provinces bad been 
added to the Empire, the city of Can- 
ton was founded, and a system of go- 
vernment introduced into North-China 
which has ever sinco held its own. ‘The 
conquests of Shih Hwang-ti and his 
Generals were followed up by the estab- 
lishmout of a settled system of govern- 
ment under one of his former officers, 
Chow-tui, in the third contury B. C.; 
andib was at least remarkable that 
from thnt period to the present, with 
the exception of the Mongolian and 
Thibetan conquests of Kanghi and 
Kienlung, no advance of the frontiers 
of the Empire had taken place, and the 
territoriesadded by those two Sovereigas 
have since, with the partial exception 
of Thibet, almost entirely fallen away 
from the Chinese Empire. From the 
time of Yi, some 2200 years B. C., for 
twenty centnries, the Chinese race had 
sucoseded in aunexiug the greater 
portion of what is now China. Inter- 
vala.of rest and weakness had occur- 
ved daring which the race had remained 
more or less etationary, but its his- 
tory during those years was, on 
the whole, one of advancement, both 
in the arts and in power. Shih 
Hwang-ti was. the leading spivit of the 
last display of energy, bat with the 
decay of the dynasty which he had 
founded, a period of stagnation seems 
to have set in which has continued 
with scarcely a break to the present 
time. Some of the causes of this 
collapse of energy which are patent at 
the present day, evidently displayed 
themselves to the mind of the great 
conqueror, It was not without reason, 
wo may assume, that he endeavoured 
to destroy all trace of the literary sys- 
tem which, even'in the latter days of 
the Chow dynasty, had commenced its 
bewambing work on the Chinese in- 
tellect, udifferent he was not, to 
judge from his deeds, to the prosperity 
of the Chinese nation ; and yet his main 
endeavour was, if we ave to trust 
his enemies, the’ literati, to blot out 
all trace of the, past. At all events 
it is certain that, since his decease, 
China has not been blossed, or cursed, 
as the case may be, with so vigorous 
araler, nor have the external frontiers 
or the internal administration of the 
empire been extended or improved. 
Is the ordinary Chinese life a ‘type of 
that of the people at large, aud isa 
vigorons youth followed by an imbecile 


























manhood as characteristic of the na- 
tion as of the individual? The point 
raised would forma curions~and in: 
structive debate, were the Shanghai 
Debating Society in a state of activity. 
Might .it not, now that it is assured 
of good quarters in the new building 
in Ynen-ming-yuen Road, be revived 
with profit to the community ? 








PREEMASONRY. 

On another page, we publish a long and 
carefully composed address delivered by 
the District Grand Master to the Masonic 
bodies. It will, we are sure, be read with 
great interest by the fraternity; and it 
may possibly attract thenotice and excite 
the curiosity of the uninstructed world 
who are not Masons. We have no doubt 
that it will form the text for many discus- 
sions at the breakfast and dinner tables of 
the Settlement, and that the old jokes 
against the craft, and the old arguments 
pro and con will be reproduced in various 
circles. Now Freemasonry is so decidedly 
an “institution” in Shanghai, and its in- 
fiuence is so widespread and deeply rooted, 
that we cannot any of us afford to ignore 
so important an engine. Of course it has 
opponents here as it has everywhere else, 
though the opposition does not take the 
form of grave accusation which it assumes 
in other places. For example, we never 
hear in this cosmopolition and enlightened 
community accusations against the Mystic 
Brotherhood similar to those alleged by the 
organs of Ultramontanism on the continent. 
Few persons tax the assemblies over which 
R.W. Brother Murray presides with “trea- 
sons, stratagems, and spoils.” Noonegrave- 
ly affirms in China that the Freemasons 
occasioned the execution of Louis XVI. or 
the poisoning of the Emperor Leopold II., 
and the shooting of Maximilian of Mexico. 
‘These charges are leit to the Munich 
Volksbote and similar journals, Even the 
Tablet, we conceive, would hardly endorse 
them. Yet though these formidable aver- 
ments arenot preferred, there are every now 
and then accusations flung against the 
Craft that have something besides banter 
in them, # 

Some people aver masonry to mean 
“ dinners,” and quote the elder D’Israeli’s 
description of the funcral of Lawrence 
Sterne, as entrusted to “ tippling Freema- 
sons.” The charge is too ridiculous to de- 
serve careful notice, and we only note it 
as one among the various compliments 
bestowed on the Craft by the uninitiated. 
The best answer is, that the hours which 
men devote to Masonic duties are hours 
snatched from that portion of the day 
which is usually devoted to social enjoy 
ment. The Lodge shortens dinner festi- 
vities ; it does not prolong them. An- 


other allegation against the Craft is| fi 


that its success is owing to the fact that it 
appeals to an unworthy weakness of 
human nature, the passion of vanity. The 
Brethren are said to delight in gewgaws 
and bedizenments, and the Craft is declared 
to appeal rather to the love of finery than 
the love of Virtue. Masonry is declared to 
resemble Ritualism, and the officers are 
compared derisively to the gentlemen of 
the Purchas lass, whq pxult in green 








stoles and quaintly cut copes, and em- 
broidered tunicles. Now we confess that 
we do not believe that the aprons and 
jewels have more influence in induc- 
ing men to be Masons, than red coats have 
in inducing them to be soldiers. The scarlet 
jacket and gold lace are externals, and 
may attract boys to save their country, and 
silly mea may be lured into the ranks of 
masonry sometimes by unworthy second 
motives. Still, when the obligations aro 
once entered into, something far grander, 
simpler, and higher than the bedizenment 
of the chest with ribands and medals is 
found to have been undertaken. A peru- 
sal of the lately published charge indicates 
with snfficient clearness the general princi- 
ples of the science, and certainly is caleu- 
Inted to induce the outside world to enter- 
tain a favourable opinion of the character 
and tendency of the doctrines illustrated 
by the symbolism of the various degrees. 
There are lofty and noble avowals in the 
charge that could not be made were the 
ritual and general proceedings otherwise 
than becoming, not to say admirable, We 
have yet to consider one coinmon objec- 
tion to the craft, viz, |‘ If it is so good a 
thing, why make a mystery about it?” This 
remark is evidently made in: ignorance of 
the extent to which it reaches. It strikes 
at all esoteric teaching, and could never 
be made by one who had a correct notion 
of the peculiar hold which a watchword 
and an organization give to corporate bo- 
dies. It was not without purpose that the 
trades in medicval days were called 
“mysteries,” and indeed in the gradual 
changes. of signification which’ this word 
has undergone, the history of Freemasonry 
may be read with tolerable distinctness, 
However, the Craft does not seek to make 
converts. It works quietly at its excellent 
objects ; and as Jong as brotherly kindness, 
charity, and honour are prized in the 
world, Freemasonry will be held in the 
favourable regards of those who desire that 
every influence possible shall be brought 
into play to soften the asperities of human. 
nature, and to elevate its aims. 





NAGASAKI. 


The Japanese have always been con- 
sidered a highly chivalrous race, ready to 
fight at the least provocation and always 
prepared to dio when the honor of their 
Prince was involved. Their motto of life 
is supposed to be “Respect for ancestors, 
fidelity to Prince and contempt of death.” 
But how can we reconcile this idea of the 
Japanese with what is now taking place in 
thecountry? Kither wehave formed atotally 
false impression of their character, or their 
present quietude is only the luli before a 
storm. An edict has lately been’quietly 
passed by the Mikado’s Government that 
Princes shall for the future ‘cease to 
hold any independent authority in their 
own provinces ; that in fact they shall be- 
‘come mere land renters, from the Central 
Government, of property ‘previously looked . 
upon by them as their inalienable right ; 
and this edict has, so far, been as quietly 
accepted! ‘The importance of such a radi- 
cal change in what for ages has been a 
feudal country, cannot be over-estimated. 
It forms a more complete revolution than 
the change effected in Japan two years 
ago ; but tha ot accomplish 
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without bloodshed, and this has been com- 
pleted by a mere stroke of the pen. All 
well-wishers to the com vust certainly 
applaud the policy of this coup d'etat, 
for its advantages will be great ; but this 
in not the special point I now refer to—it 
as the extraordinary facility with which the 
change ‘hus been effected, For three 
months at least all Princes have known of 
the impending change, it is a month since 
the Mikado’s proclamation on the subject 
has been mado public, and yet no signs of 
opposition have been shown by those whose 

ower is now reduced to a cipher. It will 

\e interesting to watch events in this coun- 
try during the next few months. The ro. 
sult must either prove that we know 
nothing whatever of the Japanese charac- 
ter, or that this character—indeed the na- 
tural impulse of men who, many of them 
at least, are nearly as powerful as the 
Government—will shew itself by further 
strife in civil war.

good reason to think that the Government 
ts connected with the Shan-sinfan excite- 
ment, it would appear strange that the ru- 
mourthould bepropagated, and extend from 
Canton to Woochang, and only stop when 
they came to territory governed by Treng- 
kwo-fan, Whatever may be the cause, the 
fact cannot be doubted that when it came 
to the territory of the Liang Kiang, it was 
suddenly arrested. Neither at Shanghai 
nor Chinkiang, at Nanking nor at Yangchow, 
has a word about Shan-sin-fan been spoken 
or posted—so far as Iam aware. Two 
reasons may be alleged for it—either that 
‘Tseng-kwo-fan, considering that it was too 
dangerous an experiment to try, had re- 
monstrated against it, and the Government 
could not insist on its being carried out in 
his jurisdiction without taking the responsi- 
on their shoulders; or that the inunda- 
tion in Chibi and the flooding of the Taku 
Forts have delayed their warlike prepara- 
tions and made themmore cautions. Though 
preparations for war are still being actively 
carried out over the whole empire, the 
mandarins have quite altered their anti- 
foreign tone sinco the inundation took 
place in the North; and Ministers might 
gain point now, if they would but press 
Government to give a promise, or ex- 
press an opinion as to the settlement of the 
audience question when the Emperor, as 
we’ say, “comes of age.” Comes of age ! 
‘What does that mean? Not when he 
cut his wisdom teeth or come to any parti. 
colar time of life. ‘The Emperor is of age ! 
‘The Emperor Kang Hi ascended the throne 
before he had seen as many summers as 








has Tung Che. Tung Che has ascended the | fro 
throne; there is no in China; 
there never was. It is a myth of our own 


creation ; and the Chinese, astutely availing 
themselves of the dust we have manufac- 
tured, throw it back in our own eyes. 
A Chinese mandarin unskilled in the use 
‘that can be, and is made, of this myth, 
would laugh at the thonght of any one but 
the Son of Heaven sitting on the Dragon 
throne! If there be a Regency, who is 
the Regent? In what way does he act? 
Who ever heard of his doing anything, or of 
augthing having been done on his respon- 
sibility? No one. The Regency is a 
myth. Tung Che is as much Emperor 
to-day as Kang Hi was, He sits on the 
Dragon throne already; he holds the leveés 
and givesimperial audiences. ‘The corres- 
pondence of the great officers of the Empire 
is addressed to him, and be issues his ful- 
minations with the same authority and 
effect as the Czar. The Emperor is Em- 
peror; only, it is inconvenient at present to 
‘announce the fact tothe Ministers of Foreign 
Powers resident at Peking. It is convenient 
tolet them gropeaboutinthe darkness which 
their muddle and mixing of European and 
Asiatic names and things have produced.

CANTON. 

A high dignitary, named Su Tung, who 
ia atthe clas or foal Cheong, has’ been 
‘appointed, so I learn, to succeed Low- 
Ghong-You as Footai, or governor of this 
province. His Excellency has not yet 
arrived at the provincial capital. 

‘The new prefect, who is named Fong- 
Yune-Poon, and who is also an officer of no 

inary rank, arrived at Canton a few 
days ago, and ‘on Tuesday last, the 10th 
instant, entered upon the duties of his 
‘office. In consequence of the arrival of 
this last named official, a change will take 
place in the superintendence, or manage- 
ment of the large state temple, which, in 
honour of the God, or protector, of walled 
cities, stands in the Wei-ci-kai Street of 
this ancient capital. It appears that on the 
appointment of an officer to preside over 











the prefecture of Kwang-chow-foo, or Can- 
ton, as it is more commonly termed, tho 
privilege of directing the affairs of the 
temple in question is sold as it were by 
public auction, to the highest bidder. For 
this privilege there are on all such occasions 
as those to which I have referred, many 
aspirants. And no wonder, when it is con- 
sidered that he who succeeds in obtaining 


fing | the post invariably realizes a competency 


by simply selling to the thousands of 
yotaries, who during the course of the yean 
frequent this temple, incense, tapers, paper 
money, and the many etceteras which Chi- 
nese worshippers fancy they require. ‘The 
sum paid for this office is, in some instances, 
very large. It is at once placed in the 
hands of the new prefect, who regards it as 
one of his first perquisites. 

‘Towards the end of July last, 1 informed 
you of the anarchy which was then pre- 
vailing in the district of Toong-koon, and 
I, at the same time, called your atten- 
tion to the very vigorous measures which! 
were being adopted by the provincial go- 
yernment, with a view to the complete sup- 
pression of that anarchy. ‘Those measure 
it appears, have had the desired effect, in- 
asmuch as peace reigns once more through- 
out that portion of this extensive pro- 
vince. Forty-five of the rebels weré-made 
prisoners, and decapitated by the com- 
mon executioner ; the execution took 
place within instead of beyond the walls of 

‘oong-koon. This departure from the 
ordinary rule was owing to the fact that 
these disaffected subjects of the crown of 
China, were, in the course of their examin- 
ation before the magistrates, found to be very 
dangerous characters, having been impli- 
cated, so it is said, in'the rebellion which, 
during the Viceroyalty of the famous Yeh, 
so greatly disturbed the peace and good 
order of this and the sister province. It is 
also said that had the execution taken place 
beyond the walls of Toong-koon, an attempt 
to rescue the condemned men would have 
most assuredly been made on the part of 
their friends. \ 

On the 25th ultimo, a very serious dis- 
turbance took place in the ‘Tai-yaong-pong 
Street of the Honan suburb of this city. 
It appears that a Toong-koon man, who for 
some time past had been very frequent in 
his visits to a brothel in the streot already 
named, had lost in that establishment large 
sums of money by gambling. Being, in 
consequence of his losses, in a state of im- 
pecuniosity, and thinking that he had a 
just claim upon the: generosity of the pro- 
prietor of the iniquitous den, in which, by 
riotous living, he had spent his all, he 
ventured to ask at his hands the sum of 
twenty tacls, This amount, it appears, 
was readily granted. But upon a second 
demand for a similar sum being made, by 
this unhappy gambler, a most peremptory 
refusal was the result. The gay Lothario 
feeling himself in consequence aggrieved, 
resolved to be revenged. With this object 
in view, he immediately called to his aid 
several of his friends, and at once pro- 
ceeded to attack the brothel. ‘These as- 
sailants, with Lothario at their head, were 
‘met by an opposing force of equal strength, 
and, in the conflict which ensued, serions 
blows were, on both sides, given and re~ 
ceived. Indeed, so fierce was the struggle 
that four or five of the combatants were 
removed from the scene of action in a state 
of insensibility. It was also reported that 
the wounds received, had, in two or three 
cases, proved fatal." Daily Press.

‘MACAO. 


The Chinese traders of both Macao and 
Hongkong are much alarmed at the squeezes 
or black mails that are being levied upon 
every junk or passage boat that leaves 
Macao or Hongkong to ports on the main- 
land, such as Cheon-sa, Hion-kon, Tu-foc, 
Sha-ki, &c. It is said that an order from 
the Hoppo of Canton has been issued, to 
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the effect that from the Ist of the 8th moon 
(16th Sept. ult.) no junk Tearing ‘Macao or 
‘Hotigkong to any port in the Kwang-tung 
Province will be allowed to carry Raw 
Cotton or Piece Goods undér pendlty of for- 
feiture of thie junk. ‘This order has been 
Jately carried into execution, and the fol- 
lowing seizires are alrendy effected. The 
junk Hi-ki left Macao bound to Tu-foc on 
tlie evening of the 23rd of the 8th moon, 
aiid was seized on’ the following morning 
for having on board 17 bales of Kaw Cotton ; 
a'ransom of $400 was refused. The junk 
Chon-loug, left Hongkong on the 22nd of 
the 8th moon, and on the 24th was seized, 
for having carried Cotton on a previous 
voyage. ‘The vessel was bound to Heon- 
sam-how. A passage boat named Yun-san 
froni Sha-ki to Macao was also seized for 
having ‘on board about $150 worth of cop- 
per eash. If these abuses are allowed to 
jtss unchecked by the Governments of 
ftcao and Hongkong, the Customs’ Crui- 
sers will succeed in driving the trade in 
Raw Cotton and Piece Goods to Canton, and 
in, the junk trade of the two ports. 
‘Theée blockaders began by levying Tis. 16 
on Opium only; afterwards they wanted 
‘Tis. 30, and succeeded ; and now they at- 
tenipt to turn the Cotton and Piece Goods 
trade to the city of Rams. But will the 
Mandarins be satisfied if they succeed in 
this attempt ? -Daily Advertiser.

‘From almost every corner of Bengal and 
the Northwest provinces there is nothing 
talked of or written about, but the rains 
and the floods and the inundations. The 
whole country is under water, no end of 
villages haye been swept away, and numer- 
oiis lives have been lost by the rush of the 
relentless torrents. Eastern Bengal is now 
one vast lake, with a few small islands 
here and there ; several railway bridges 
have succumbed to the pressure, and over 
40 miles of the line have been washed away. 
It was'a fine sight, I hear, to see the sud- 
den rising of the waters of the Matabangha, 
until tho flood topped the embankment, 
and with aloud roar leaped over in one 
huge ‘eatarict some ten miles long. To 
save'the embankment and bridges, in seve- 
ral: places cuttings were made, through 
which the rush of waters tore along at the 
rate ‘of ‘nite miles ah hour, and made 
channels in many places 60 feet deep. ‘The 
dealers in jute are in a sad way,-as the line 
jhut-up'jand from all accounts is likely 
to remain closed for some months. 

«We have had some: stunning floods in 
Town : afew days ago a smart shower fell, 
which; owing to the excellent arrangements 
of the drainage works, could not be carried 
off, so that the water rose higher and higher 
until it got into the lower floors of many 
houses, and Calcutta was a most respecta- 
ble imitation of Venice. Every street was 
flooded ; there was hardly one in which a 
oat could not have gone ; in many, vehi- 
cles could not proceed. The rain was 
accompanied by fiorce and blinding light- 
ning, by which many houses were injured, 
and unfortunately many lives lost, for, so 
far, eleven are reported.—Rangoon Gazette;

‘The annual grant for repairs has for many 
years been stopped, and consequently even 
those compartments where rice is stored 
Teak. ‘The quantity of rice yearly received 
into these central ies varies from 
40,000 to 50,000 piculs, while the disburse- 
ments only amount to 20,000 piculs, thus 
there is a large annual increase of stock in 
hand. The quantity now in store is said 
tobe 112,200 piculs, and there is no suitable 
lace to put it. Although the ‘Board of 
orks has been informéd from time to timo 
of the dilapidated state of the granaries and 
has granted fands for repairs, yet the repairs 
have mover ‘been. commenced Ht da 2 
thousand pities that the rice should thus 
be allowed to rot for the want of a little 
attention. ‘There is also another matter, 
which needs consideration. It has already 
been stated that the annual receipts are 
igeatly in excess of the disbursements and 
at the accumulation of stock is very con- 
siderable. Reports are sent in year after 
year saying there is so much rice in hand, 
but such reports are really quite untrust- 
worthy, there is no way of knowing what 
is the exact quantity, neither is there any 
security that quantities have not ‘been 
stolen or the good rice tain away and 
bad substituted in its place. ‘The 'memo- 
rialist would therefore propose three things 
Ist, that the granaries should be repaired 
without delay ;-2nd, that the damaged rice 
should be sold for what it will bring ;'and 
Srd, that henceforth the ,stock'in hand 
‘hould be-annually measured in the pre- 
sence of officials appointed for the purpose.

ing the coming year, I shall scarcely regret 
the circumstance ; it would be one from 
which several instructive lessons could be 
deduced ; and I firmly believe that in due 
time the warrants would again come into 


‘use. 
‘Nothing now remains for me but to offer 
to you some observations upon the princi- 
ples and tendencies of our noble order. If 
all that Iam about to say may not meet 
wwith your unqualified acquiescence, remem- 
ber that the structure of our temple ex- 
tends from the centre of the earth to the 
heavens, and that in so vast an edifice we 
shall still find many a mutual base for our 
freemasonry. Our ancient Brethren de- 
fined a member of our craft to be ‘‘Bro- 
ther toa King, fellow toa Prince, and 
companion to a t, if Mason and 
found worthy.” By this formula was meant 
that, while all worthy masons stand upon 
the same level, heis no true craftsman 
who does not, according to his opportuni- 
ties, discipline his bodily and mental 
faculties, and so fit himself, ,, as far as may 
be, for the moral and intellectual com- 
panionship of even the most exalted in 
rank, if members of our order. There was 
likewise intended to be conveyed a caution 
against the indiscriminate admission of 
candidates, who should at all times be men 
of such characters and dispositions as to be 
able to mingle, without discredit to their 
order, with even the best and noblest in 
the world whenever the affairs of masonry 
might bring them together. For Bre- 
thren, bear in mind that although our time- 
honored institution is a pure democracy, a 
democracy in which even the humblest 
casts his vote, is taxed and ruled either by 
himself or by his elected governors, it is 
yet a select democracy, intended to be com- 
posed only of men of high moral worth and 
integrity of character, It should be re- 
membered by every mason that when a 
man is admitted into our fraternity he is 
made the Brother of every craftsman 
throughout the universe. It therefore 
becomes every mason’s duty to guard well 
the seerets of the Porchway, and to see 
that none is allowed to pass its pillars ex- 
cepting good and true men, in the full 
Masonic meaning of those words. Mason- 
ry, high as is her moral standard, does not 
profess to, indeed scarcely hopes to, change 
the hearts of men. Ifa bad man join us, 
T fear that we must meekly bow our heads, 
and pray that he bring to us no shame. 
Many learn to pronounce the Shiboleth of 
the craft, and yet continue Ephraimites 
even to their deaths. He that is unjust 
will, I fear, be unjust still ; he that is filthy 
will be filthy still. Nevertheless, my Bre- 
thren, every good mason knows in Whom 
he puts his trust; and ever calls to mind 
the three great lights revealed to him when 
I sad * * his heart was gratified. 
He ascends the * * * * * * and in 
the inmost recesses of our temple is taught 
how impious is Profanity; he there discerns 
acacred letter suggesting a name graven, 
Jet us ‘hope, in all our hearts, but not to be 
jounced save in the hours of devotion. 
Fidelity likewise our craft upholds ; one 
member, at least, of our fraternity proved 
faithful unto death. Justice—stern, i 
flexible justice—is one of the cardinal vi 
tues of our order ; the-entered apprentice 
learns that fact when first he hears of him 
who stood firm and would have only done 
his duty, and the Master Mason bows in 
acknowledgement of the same truth when 
told that he who most things understood 
sentenced guilty Brethren to that death 
which the heinousness of their crime had 
so deservedly merited. But fidelity and 
justice mean more than this, my Brethren, 
‘Masonry would tear out by the roots the 
tongue of the slanderer, and hide it away 
beneath the ribbed sands of the sea, where

him who would dispossess another of on® 
single farthing. Industry is taught in al! 
our lessons ; remember the divisions of the 
twenty-four inch guage. Obedience is i 
culeated in our every communication ; 
‘hence treason and all other offences against 
Divine law and the ordinances of the 
realm meet always with our heaviest 
anathema, The character and virtue of 
a Brother’s Wife, Mother, Sister, or 
Daughter must be dear as his own heart’s , 
core to every mason, and he must not 
fail of service to them when in his power. 
Brethren, let us work and pray. Let us 
profit by bright and glorious example, 
What had just been the occupation of our 
most revered Grand Master * * * * Bre- 
thren, in every Lodge. is raised an 
altar from which continually ascends the 
incense of united prayer and praise, and 
upon which is regularly consumed a sacri- 
fice of passion and self-will. Would that 
in the middle chambers of each of our 
hearts there were erected sacrificial stones, 
not made with hands, upon which daily to 
present similar offerings. 

Thave thus essayed to describe a portion, 
atleast, of our fraternity’s doctrine an 
morality; but it is not enough that we 
should love as Brethren, be pitiful, be 
courteous, not rendering evil for evil, nor 
railing for railing ; but contrariwise, bless- 
ing, knowing that we are hereunto called 
that we may inherit a blessing. More is 
required of us, Wisdom must be justified 
of her children. We know that masons 
possess many great and valuable privileges, 
springing from a moral philosophy an 
tenets which lie at the very foundations of 
civilisation and society. Whilst theso 
privileges confer great benefits upon our- 
selves as craftsmen, they are also capable, 
if judiciously exercised, of bestowing fur- 
ther good pon the world at large. In 
times of trouble, in times of discord, in 
seasons of doubt, of want, of pestilence 
and despair, when class arrays itself against 
class, and the very body politic is up- 
heaved by gaunt fierce ignorance warring 
for what it deems its right; upon every 
occasion in short, masons are particu- 
larly bound to practise out of the Lod 
those excellent precepts of Brotherly 
Love, Relief, and ‘Truth which they are 
taught within it, Let us so conduct our- 
selves, Brethren, that when any one of us 
is said to bo.a mason all the world may 
know that he is aman to whom the bur- 
dened heart may pour forth its sorrows, to 
whom the distressed may prefer their suit, 
whose heart is guided by justice, and whose 
hand is extended by benevolence. Brethren, 
if we each of us acquire such a reputation, 
this earth must become the better by us. 
To strengthen the foundations of society, 
to maintain the reign ‘of peace, comfort, 
and good order, to disseminate light and 
truth, to unite all good men into one fa- 
mily, are among the best aspirations of 
Freemasonry. Let us keep these objects 
ever before us ; let each of us do all the 

hecan. Our influence should never 
allowed to be seen, but it should not 
fail of being felt ; it should creep into the 
hearts of mankind as doth the gentle rain 
from Heaven into the earth beneath. Bre- 
thren, let us labour at this good work with- 
out ceasing ; until, at the last, having done 
our duty to the best of our ability in and 
to this world, we can peacefully surrender 
our souls unto Him who gave them, in the 
earnest and well-founded hope of being 
hailed as good and faithful craftsmen, an‘ 
accorded seats in that Grand-Lodge above, 
where the World’s Great Architect lives 
and reigns for evermore. 

Finally, my Brethren, whatsoever thin, 
are true, whatsoever things are honest, 
whatsoever things are just, whatsoever 
things are pure, whatsoever things are 
lovely, whatsoever things are of good re- 
port; if there be any virtue, and if there 
‘be any praise, think yo upon these things ; 
and having thought upon them, diligently 
proceed todo them, and He who brought 
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up your fathers out of bondage shall be 
with you.”

any Government ; the residents had done 
it themselves. The number of Foreigners 
gathered here was large ; und the society 
was as pleasant as it was large. It was, he 
might say, European society improved by 
exile. Then asa commercial community, 
he might congratulate them on ing 
one of the first harbours in the world, 
always excepting the barrier at Wdéosung 
which he hoped soon to find cut away, so

in to them at all states of the tide, without 
having to wait for the caprice of the noon. 
He had much pleasure in proposing the 
toast—“ Prosperity to the Model Settle- 
ment.” 

Mr. C. J. Kuxo acknowledged the toast. 
In the name of the Merchants of Shaughai 
‘and of all who felt an interest in its pro- 
sperity, he returned them sincere thanks 
for the kind wishes which had been 
expressed. Captain Murray had foretold 
increasing prosperity and greatness to 
Shanghai, and the presence of his ship to- 
day in this harbor was a promise of the 
fulfilment of his good wishes. Many here 
would remember when the old Lady Mary 
Wood was the only steamer that came to 
so far and out of the way a place as 
Shanghai was then considered ; but now 
‘that the Australia had foand her way in 
safety to Shanghai, they should ex 
often to see her and Captain Murray 
again. And should she load here or from 

fankow next year, there would be no 
doubt as to the first ship home with the new 
"Teas; her appearance in the race would 
spoil the betting, as there could be but 
‘one issue of the result. He was sorry for 
this; as also for the utter impossibility 
they had found in doing anything like 
ample justice to all the good things which 

been so liberally provided for them 
to-day by their kind host: 

‘Mr. F. B. Forses rose to propose the 
next toast— Prosperity to the P. & 0. 
Company.” Perhaps none present knew 
of their own experience the difference be- 
tween a voyage to China in this year of 
grace 1871, and at the time when men 
went down to the sea in ships and expe- 
rienced the dangers of the deep for four 
or five years, rounding the Cape of Good 
Hope. But they could realise the diffe- 
rence, and they would not forget that this 
present advantage was duoto the great Com- 
pany whose guests they were to-day.

had ‘said regarding the career of the Com- 
pany was true; and he hoped that the 
‘Australia was the type of a whole class of 
vessels which would ere long traverse the 
lines the Company ran over. He thanked 
them for the toast which they had just 
drunk.

‘The petition of the above named James 
Wilson, plaintiff, shows as follows :— 

That the defendant, throngh ‘neglect, of 
duty has caused the wreck of the brig Afatilda, 
by ‘which the plaintiff has, suffered Toss 0 
the extent of $6,000, being the value of the 
said brig, less about $2,200, the proceeds of sale 
of wreck—say $3,800." 

‘The plaintiff therefore prays that the de- 
fendant be adjudged to pay over to the plain- 
tiff the sumof $467, belonging to defendant, 
and presently attached by judgment ofthis 


‘The answer of William Collins, defendant, 

states— 

Ist. That the loss of the brig Matilda was in 
2o case attributable to negligence on my 
part, as alleged by plaintiff. 

2nd. That for any losses occasioned to the 
plaintiff as owner of the Matilda by negli 
gence, the Master of the said vessel is the 
person to be held liable, and no action 
can lie against myself on this ground. 

3rd. That the plaintiff is not empowered to 
take action on behalf of the underwiters 
of tho said vessel, as stated in his petition. 

4th, That by the atlachment of funds depo- 
y 





sited by me in plaintift’s hands, and 
plaintiff's refusal to pay to me the amount 
of wages to which I am entitled, I have 
been put to inconvenience and expense. T 
have, moreover, been prevented by the 
bringing of this suit from ‘resuming my 
Inwfal calling. 
For the expenses thus entailed upon me, I 
hold plaintiff responsible. 
I therefore pray that, judgment may be re- 
rded in my favour, with costs against plain-

‘The Court, after reviewing the evidence ad- 
duced before it, and giving full weight to the 
references to statute Jaw and legal commenta- 
ries quoted by plaintiff, is of opinion that no 
grounds exist for action against defendant as 
mate of the late British brig Matilda on account 
of for the loss of the said vessel, the 
Master being the Tho, in the eyo of 

1¢ law, is personally responsible for any inju- 
ry or loss to the ship of cargo by reason of 
negligence or misconduct (see Abbott on the 
Law of Merchant Ships and Seamen, chap. 1v. 
sec. 1.) The Court finds, in addition, that the 
evidence does not bear ont the allegation that 











the loss of the Bfatilda was attributable to 
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negligence on defendant’s part. That he was 
ty of a dereliction of duty is proved by the 

minutes of the Naval Court, which have been 
produced in evidence, and for this offence he 
appears to have received punishment, but 
fom this circumstance to the soamotes at 
the vessel was lost owing to negligence charge- 
able to defendant personally, isa step for which 
the Court finds no foundation in the fact of 
defendant's having gone on shore from his 
vessel at atime when he was left without a 
duly constituted authority to control his 
movements. The Court does not consider 
that the defendant, in the cross action raised 
in No, 4 of his answer, bas made out his claim 
against plaintiff for reimbursement of the ex- 
penses entailed upon him by the institution of 
this action.

WRECK OF THE “STAG.” 

The Stag left Swatow hound for Shanghai 
in ballast at daylight on the Ist inst. In the 
forenoon, in consequence of the loss of the 
tiller, which was broken by the heavy seas 
and working of the rudder, ran into smooth 
water and anchored off Namboa to repair 
damage and rig a temporary tiller. Strong 
easterly wind and thick rainy weather. On 
the following morning seeing that it would be 
impossible to beat up to Shanghai in the teeth 
of the severe gale which was blowing from 
E.N.E., weighed anchor and determined to 
run back to Hongkong. Very heavy. sea on, 
with thick and rainy weather ; same night, the 
temporary tiller being broken and the lorcha 
unmanageable, ran north of Fookee Point into 
smooth water, and anchored in ten fathoms; 
at about 10 p.m., let go two anchors. The 
gale increasing, the starboard cable parted at 
About 2 a.m, let go a third anchorand shortly 
afterwards the vessel commenced to drift on 
to the shore. Made out through the thick 
mist a large number of Chinamen on a neigh- 
bouring island. Wind from S.E. At 6.30.0. 
m. the vessel struck, bumping very hard, 
though the rudder had been previously hoist 
up. Saw natives coming toward the beach, 
on which a very heavy surf was b 
Blowing very hard. Launched two bamboo 
rafts and the dingy ; shortly afterward we 
were seized by the natives who had swum off 
through the surf in swarms. There were seve- 
ral hundreds of them. They at once pro- 
ceeded to plunder the vessel, and all hands 
having been stripped quite naked by them, 
we were driven overboard ; the natives threat 
ening to kill us with their knives. Reached 











the beach in safety, and guided by some men 
from a neighbouring village, we set off to walk 
across the hills to Pinghaly six miles distant. 


On arrival there at noon went at once to the 
Mandarin's Yamun, who gave us a suit of 
Chinese cotton clothing a piece, and plenty of 
good food. We were well treated by him and 
sheltered in his Yamun. He despatch 100 
soldiers down to our landing-place to protect 
the wreck. On the following day, we accom- 
panied the mandarin down to the wreck and 
‘ent on Woard. | Found anchors, chains pails 
and rigging gone; copper partly stripped o! 
ah pest od aad enttely ott tho starboard 
rudder broken, pump heed ext off, deck cabin 
and mizenmast cut away, and a clean sweep 
made of everything on board. Lost all our 
clothes and effects. Next day we were sent 
down to Haarlem Bay, where a junk was 
lying by, the mandarin’s orders to take us on 
to Hongkong. Were detained by stress of 
‘weather and indications of a typhoon five days, 
during which time we remained in a man- 
darin’s yamun, and received all along kind 
treatment and were plentifully su with 
food. On the morning of the 10th instant we 
left Haarlem Bay and arrived alongside the 
Police Hulk in Hongkong harbor the same 
evening. —Daily Press. 





THE LOSS OF THE “MEGAERA.” 

‘The following is a translation of a letter 
from Mr. de Roever, master of the Dutch 
barque Jan van Brakel, published in 
Batavia Handelsblad of the 25th ult. 





On the 4th August 1871, we sighted, at 
sunset, the island of St. Paul, at 3 miles 
istance to the North. A light ynorthem 
wind was blowing at the time and the wea- 
ther was beautiful. Our attention was 
attracted by a bright fire in the neighbour- 
hood of the island. A few moments after- 
wards we saw also lights and rockets, on 
the island itself, and heard guns fired. 
We made out that these were signals from 
shipwrecked people, and resolved to bear 
down to te lend. After short interval 
‘we saw the light referred to approaching, 
and a little later a strongly eral, Bost 
came alongside our vessel. After enquiry, 
we heard that it was a boat from the En- 
glish transport ship Megacra, which was on 
shore on the South side of the island. 

This iron ship, 21 years old, had left the 
Cape of Good Hope on the 28th May last, 
in good condition, on its voyage from Ply- 
mouth to Sydney, with 330 men on board. 
On the 9th of June, in 39? South latitude 
and 49° East longitude, a leak was reported 
to the Commander, which was afterwards 
discovered to be from a hole in the ship's 
bottom. One of the iron plates near 
keel, amidships, was rusted through, and 
Jet the water come in in great quantities. 

‘The Megacra was therefore directed to 
the Isle of St. Paul, and was kept from 
sinking by continual pumping till, ten 
days later, she was run on shore at the 
said island. 

‘The boat alongside of our ship came to 
request our assistance. ‘They asked for 
provisions, and for room for as many 
officers and men as under the circumstances 
we could take off. We were then on 
the lee side of the island, and as it was 
nightfall we resolved to approach as much 
as possible under the land and to wait for 
the day. 

Meanwhile, the Megaera’s boat left our 
ship ; but one of the officers, Mr. Roxby, 
remiained on board, with letters and pack 
ets, in case that wind and weather should 
prevent our ship approaching the island 
and communication being resumed. 

During the night we-had good weather, 
and succeeded in our attempts to get closer 
in, “In the morning, at eight o'clock, we 
saw two large boats approach our vessel, 
followed by a third one in which was the 
Commander of the my te ‘This officer 
requested me to leave him as much provi- 
sions for his men as I could spare, and in 
order to diminish the number ‘on the 
island, to take with me as many officers 
and men as my room would allow me. 
Bread and flour were the provisions most 
wanted. When I heard that there, on that 
Dare, miserable and uninhabited rock, 
330 men had been obliged to live durin; 
seven weeks, on one-fifth rations of | 
and one-half rations of other provisions, 
and knowing that I had plenty of provi- 
sions in any ship, 1 considered that I was 
at liberty to act.

Of drinking water, 
we received one cask, from one of the boats. 
We tried to remain as close as sible 
under the land, having due to the 
safety of our vessel. About four o'clock 
in the afternoon the last of the Megaera’s 
oats (a lifeboat) left our ship, with 25 
men belonging to one of the other boats 
which, from the heavy rolling sea, they had 
been obliged to abandon. 








I should have been very-glad if I could» 
to have kept these poor fellows all on 
board, half of them being unconscious 
through fatigue, damp, and cold, but I had 
neither room nor sufficient water for them, 
and the safety of a ship at sea mainly 
depends on this, With our six new pas- 
sengers we continued our voyage, but be- 
fore leaving we supposed that we saw the 
lifeboat which left us under such painful 
circumstances safely arrived at the island. 
The wind was blowing hard and the sea 
increasing.
